period,  but  the  fighting  Irish  bounded 
back  to  eke  out  a  14-13  victory. 

Shortridge  was  the  final  victim  of  the 
Brown-men.  The  team  marched  for 
two  early  touchdowns,  and  led  at  the 
quarter,  12-0.  The  Blue  Devils  returned 
a  punt  for  a  tally  to  get  back  in  the 
game,  but  Bipple  marched  80  yards  to 
score,  and  the  half  ended,  Ripple  lead- 
ing 18-6. 

In  a  furious  second  half,   Shortridge

Coach  Gene  Beaman's  basketball 
Rockets  got  to  the  semi-final  round  of 
the  City  Sectional  Tournament  before 
losing  out  to  Crispus  Attucks,  the  even- 
tual State  Champion.
